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JAPAN PLEDGES AID 
IN NAVAL CUT MOVE 
BY BRITAIN AND US 


State Department Gets Word 
That Premier Tanaka Backs 
Arms Reduction Plans. 








WASHINGTON IS PLEASED 


Premier Told Charge That the 
Nation Wants Peace and 
Less Outlay for War. 


HOWARD AND BORAH CONFER 


They Discussed Freedom of Seas, 
Capital Thinks—Britten Urges 
Parley Outside the League.

WASHINGTON, June 20.—The co- 
operation of Japan in the movement 
undertaken by the United States and 
Great Britain for naval reduction 
thas been pledged by Baron Giichi 
Tanaka, the Japanese Premier, in 
conversations with Edwin L. Neville, 
the American Chargé d’Affaires at 
Tokio. 

The State Department was noti- 
fied today in a message from Mr. Ne- 
ville that the Prime Minister had 
informed him that Japan was pre- 
pared to support any measures look- 
ing to further reduction of arma- 
ments, and that Japan wanted peace 
and less expenditure for military 
purposes. 

Beyond this brief announcement 
the State Department gave no details 
of the conference between the two 
officials, but the word of the stand 
of Japan, although confidently count- 
ed upon, was received with deep sat- 
isfaction. 

Sir Esme Calls on Borah. 

Meanwhile, as speculation in- 
creased as to what the next move 
would be in the negotiations insti- 
tuted by Ambassador Dawes and 
Premier MacDonald, Sir Esme How- 
ard, the British Ambassador, called 
upon Senator Borah, who has long 
been an advocate of armament limi- 
tation and of an understanding be- 
tween the British and American 
Governments on freedom of the seas. 

The interview lasted ten minutes 
and it was assumed that Sir Esme 
sought information as to the views 
of the Foreign Relations chairman 
on freedom of the seas and arma- 
ment limitation subjects generally. 
Nothing was revealed, although the 
definite impression was given that 
the Ambassador had not called with 
any idea of making suggestions. 

Senator Borah did say after the 
conference that he had no knowledge 
of any definite plans for an arma- 
ment conference either here or 
abroad. 

This corresponds with the general 
understanding here that for the 
present the Preparatory Disarma- 
ment Commission of the League of 
Nations, to which the United States 
is a party, offers adequate machin- 
ery for a concrete effort at naval 
reduction and that this agency will 
be relied on at least until the nego- 
tiations which were begun only this 
week have developed further. 

In administration circles it was in- 
dicated today that the next move 
logically would be the study of the 
yardstick proposal for measuring na- 
val values and for further consider- 
ation by the Admiralties of the pow- 
ers as to what can be done toward 
reducing navies. 

When the technical studies have 
been somewhat further advanced, ‘it 
was declared that they could be sub- 
mitted to the governmental leaders 
for consideration in accordance with 
the suggestion of Ambassador Dawes 
in his speech in London on Tuesday, 
that an adjustment of technical dif- 
ferences among naval experts should 
be attempted by civilians who would 
give the major weight to broad con- 
siderations rather than to narrow, 
technical points of view. 


Britten Urges New Conference. 


There were also some suggestions 
today that Great Britain should 
make the next move by calling at 
the proper time another naval con- 
ference. This was urged by Repre- 
sentative Britten of LIlinois, Chair- 
man of the House Nava] Committee. 

“The suggestion of Ambassador 
Dawes,” Mr. Britten said, ‘‘that the 
next naval limitations conference be 
attended by civilians with military 
experts in the background is in har- 
mony with my suggestions to Stanle 
Baldvygin, former emier, when 
expressed a hope several months ago 
for a conference between members 
of Parliament and members of Con- 
gress with a view to doing this very 
thing. 

“T” have unbounded faith in the 
success_of the next limitations con- 
ference irrespective of whether it 
is called by President Hoover or 
Ramsay MacDonald, providing the 
personnel representing both coun- 
tries will look upon it as friends and 
not as prospective enemies. 

“IT do not agree with Ambassador 
Dawes that the Preparato Com- 
mission of the League of Nations 
should pave the way for the next

Jersey Parched and Farmers 
Fear for Crops—Heat Eases 
Up on Most of East. 


The temperature gave New York 
a grudging relief late yesterday 
when, after the eighth consecutive 
torrid day was nearly spent, the 
thermometer dropped as a cooling 
rain fell. The highest peak of the 
mercury was 87 degrees at 3:10 
o’clock in the afternoon. By 9 
o’clock at night it was 66. The de- 
cline began at 5. 

The city had sweltered under a hot 
sun, which did not, however, reach 
the blazing warmth of the day be- 
fore. The Weather Bureau, dubious 
about today, which, astronomically 
speaking, is the first day of Summer, 
promised showers at night, but no 
better daylight temperature than 
yesterday. 


Four deaths were laid to the heat 
yesterday and ten persons were pros- 
trated. A boy was drowned. 

A general armistice on _ torrid 
weather was declared pretty gen- 
erally throughout the East. New 
England was cooler, with Boston 
registering 66 degrees. But Knox- 
ville, Tenn., established a heat rec- 
ord for the year there with 94 de- 
grees.

A food products merger embracing 
in a holding company the Fleisch- 
mann Company, the Royal Baking 
Powder Company and the E. W. Gil- 
lett Company, Ltd., and soon to in- 
clude Chase & Sanborn, was an- 
nounced yesterday by J. P. Morgan 
& Co. The details of the plan coin- 
cide closely with reports heard in 
Wall Street for the past three weeks. 

Should all shareholders of the com- 
panies exercise their option of ex- 
change for shares of the new holding 
company, about 12,500,000 shares 
would be issued. On the basis of 
their present. market value they 
would represent nearly $430,000,000. 


Plan Mailed to Shareholders. 


Copies of the plan mailed last night 
to stockholders were accompanied by 
a statement to the effect that the 
boards of directors of the Fleisch- 
mann Company, the Royal Baking 
Powder Company and of E, W. Gil- 
lett Company, Ltd., had requested a 
committee composed of Thomas 
Cochran of J. P. Morgan & Co., 
Max C. Fleischmann, chairman, and 
Joseph C. Wilshire. president of the 
Fleischmann Company, and William 
Ziegler Jr., chairman of the Royal 
Baking Powder Company, to prepare 
the plan of organization for the new 
holding company, for which no name 
as yet has been selected. 

The board of directors of the new 
company probably will include Mr. 
Fleischmann and Mr. Wilshire, Mr. 
Ziegler, Donald K. David, executive 
vice president of the Royal Baking 
Powder Company, and William 
Ewing and Henry P. Davison of 
J. P. Morgan & Co. 

If the plan is consummated, ac- 
cording to the announcement, it is 
expected that the new company by 
separate purchase also will acquire 
Chase & Sanborn, which does an 
extensive coffee business in the 
The E.

French Blame ‘Yankee Intolerance’ for Ban 


Excluding Haitian Of ficial From Dance Club

PARIS, June 20.—The refusal to 
admit the Haitian Chargé d’Affaires 
in Belgium and the Princess Man- 
sour Daoud, wife of the heir to the 
Egyptian throne, to a dancing place 
in the Montparnasse quarter, which 
is patronized largely by Americans, 
has aroused great indignation in the 
French press against ‘‘Yankee intol- 
erance.’ 

Both Premier Poincaré and For- 
eign Minister Briand received letters 
today from the Haitian Chargé, Ste- 
phen Alexis, relating in detail his 
‘di reeable experience.’’ M. Alexis 
said at, while he is not a French 
citizen, French is the language spo- 
ken in Haiti, and that the island re- 
publics had always regarded France 
as the mother country. 

“France has 100,000,000 colored cit- 
izens,’’ the letter from M. Alexis

read, ‘‘and if the proprietors of all 
public establishments decide to adopt 
a similar attitude toward them such 
as I have experienced, these loyal 
citizens will find themselves in the 
position of foreigners, to be discrim- 
inated against in the French capital.’’ 

The letter explained that the door- 
man of the establishment to which 
M. Alexis was refused admission 
apologetically informed him that the 
manager did not wish to offend his 
American clients, who objected to 
negro pe rene.

Dry Boat Damages Yacht in Vain Liquor Hunt; 
H.K. Knapp Will Protest to the Government

EAST ISLIP, L. I., June 20.— 
Rolled into collision with a coast 
guard patrol boat by a heavy ground 
swell during a search at sea for con- 
traband liquor yesterday at day- 
break, the Bubbles, a thirty-four-foot 
fishing cruiser, owned by Harry K. 
Knapp, socially and _ financially 
prominent in New York and on Long 
Island, was damaged and the lives 
of Mr. Knapp and his cruiser master 
were endangered, it was learned 
here today. 

Declaring that the search had been 
“unjustified by common sense’”’ and 
that the method of search showed 
‘‘bad seamanship and studied inso- 


lence’ on the part of the patrol boat 
officers and crew, Mr. Knapp said 
he had placed a claim for damages 
with his lawycr, Wilson M. Powell, 
of 71 Broadway, with instructions to 
protest to Senators Copeland and 
Wagner and to file suit. 

Mr. Knapp, who maintains a lu:ge 
estate here, started on a fishing trip 
before daybreak yesterday. morning. 
When the Bubbles was several miles 
out the cruiser master, Captain Har- 
rison, note. that a patrol boat was 


following. When they were in the 
vicinity of the Fire Island lightship, 
about ten miles out from Fire Island 
Inlet, and still headed out to sea, 
they were hailed from the Coast 
Guard cutter Rush and ordered to 
come alongside, Mr. Knapp said. 
The sea was. fairly calm, Mr. 
Knapp said, but a heavy ground 
swell was running. Knapp’s cruiser 
was boarded by a coast guardsman 
who inspected his _ identification 
papers but insisted on searching for 
liquor. None was found. While this 
search was going on, however, a 
roller lifted the 125-foot Coast Guard 
boat and cast it against the upper- 
structure of the Bubbles. The lighter 
ship was badly scraped and much of 
the upper-structure was torn away. 
Mr. Knapp said that the damage 
‘“‘was_ insignificant’? compared to 
‘the indignity of the entire proceed- 
ing.” He said that he was endeavor- 
ing ‘‘to make an issue of this case” 
because the coast guardsmen ‘‘have 
long made a practice of boarding 
the boats of responsible Long Island 


residents and searching them with- 
out due cause.’’

WASHINGTON, June 20.—Progres- 
sive Republican Senators and a 
group of Democrats who share the 
view that industry has been unduly 
favored in the House tariff bill and 
the: farmer correspondingly badly 
treated, prepared today to demand 
a reduction in the industrial sched- 
ules when the bill emerges from the 
Senate Finance Committee. 

Meeting in Senator La Follette’s 
office, eight or ten Republican in- 
surgents and Senator Wheeler of 
Montana, representing the Demo- 
crats, decided to assign those pres- 
ent and others absent to watch the 
handling of the various tariff sched- 
ules by Finance Committee  sub- 
committees, to study the schedules 
from every aspect and be prepared 
to oppose any injustices on the 
Senate floor. 

In aiming to protect the farmer, 
the conferees stated, they had the 
moral support of President Hoover. 
They determined to stand firmly be- 
hind the debenture amendment 
which Senator Norris has now of- 
fered to the tariff bill. They ex- 
pressed confidence that the deben- 
ture, twice rejected as a part of the 


farm relief bill by very close votes, | 


would be incorporated in the tariff 
measure. 


Discuss Progressive Candidate. 


For a time the insurgents and Sen- | 


ator Wheeler discussed the possibil- 
ity of nominating men of a progres- 
sive type from both parties to make 
the campaign for the Senate .and 
House next Summer, but the sugges- 
tions were general in character and 
nothing definite was decided on.

Budget Excess Well Over the: 





$100,000,000 He Predicted Is 
Indicated by Late Receipts. 


INCOME TAX RETURNS UP 





$239,602,300 Received Tues- 
day—Total Thus Far $190,- 
140,431 Ahead of 1928.

WASHINGTON, June 20.—Indica- 
tions were strong today as income 
tax payments poured into the Treas- 
ury Department that the budget sur- 
plus on June 30 might be well in 
excess of the $100,000;000 predicted 
recently by President Hoover. Fig- 
ures for Tuesday, the latest avail- 
able, showed that on that day tax 
payments of $239,602,300 were made, 
one of the largest totals for a single 
day during a quarterly period since 
the war taxes were modified. 

This heavy payment brought the 
total received in June to $359,971,240 
and swelled the- total revenue re- 
ceipts of the government for the 


fiscal year up to June 18 to $3,790.- | 
141,997, with a budget surplus on | 


that date of $101,975,855. With heavy 
payments of income taxes yet to be 
received before the end of the fiscal 
year, some experts were forecasting 
a budget surplus of not less than 
$200,000,000. 

Officials Expect Sharp Decline. 


’ Treasury officials, however, cau- 
tioned against too great optimism, 
saying that the exceptionally heavy 
payment cleared on June 18 probably 
means that there will be a sharp 
decline in payments in the remain- 
ing days. The heaviest payment on 
any single day in March, when the 
first quarterly payment of income 
taxes was received, was $161,000,000 
on March 18, and the receipts were 
spread out more evenly over the en- 
tire period. 

The Treasury expects to make a 
payment of $45,000,000 to the rail- 
roads before June 30 in satisfaction 
of claims for mail carrying which 
were upheld by the Supreme Court. 


This also would reduce the size of 
the surplus.

The group may insist that the bill 
be restricted entirely to farm sched- 
ules, 35 Senato: Borah has insisted, 
but if this is not done it is under- 
stood added protection to industrial 
products will be favored only when 
considered absolutely necessary. 


Brookhart for Restricting Profits. 


Senator Brookhart after the con- 
ference said he contemplated offer- 
ing an amendment to the tariff bill 
to regulate the profits of industry 
‘“‘down to perhaps 5 or 5% per ‘cent.”’ 

‘“‘When industry asks Congress for 
tariff protection and Congress grants 
it, Congress should have the right to 
say how much profit should be taken 
from the people,’’ he stated. ‘‘Con- 
gress can control interstate com- 
merce, and inasmuch as 90 per cent 
of commerce is in interstate and for- 
- s channels, Congress might re- 
quire corporations to take out Fed- 
eral licenses or charters, and could

paid in the year to $2,135,426,554, as 
against $1,945,286,213 in the same 
period of the last fiscal year, an in- 
crease of $190,140,431. It also raised 
the total of income tax payments this 
month to $130,534,951 above the total 
of payments received during the 
same days of June, 1928. 

The heavy income tax payments 
this month were forecast by receipts 
in March, when a total of $595,000,- 
000 was received, or about $85,000,- 
000 in excess of the total in March, 
1928. It has been estimated that the 
June payment of income taxes will 
total $520,000,000, and if that estimate 
materializes, $160,000.000 remains to 
be paid this month. 

The huge total of income tax pay- 
ments in March and June of this 
begged has been attributed by the 

reasury Department: to taxes rce- 
ceived by the government on profits 
made in the speculative activities in 
the stock market in the calendar 
year 1928 and in the sale of other 
capital assets. The total received 
up to June 18, with twelve more days 
to go, is about $38,000,000 less than 
the total received in the entire fiscal 
year 1928. 

The Treasury statistics show that 
total expenditures chargeable against 
ordinary receipts at $3,688,166,142 on 
June 18 were $139,951,000 in excess 
of those for the same period of. 1928. 
Ordinary expenditures, exclusive of 
the sinking fund for debt retirement, 
accounted for practically all of the 
increase in government costs totaling 
$3.19,084,338, as against $3,007,- 
960,022. . 


Customs Receipts Gained. 
Customs receipts were coming in 
heavily and on June 18 totaled $582,- 
428,790, as against $550,586,734 in the 
same period in 1928. It is expected 
that they will exceed $600,000.000 by 
the end of the fiscal year.

WASHINGTON, June 20.—Further

waters and there resumed firing. 
Should: this be proved, the Depart- 
ment of State may seek the coopera- 
tion of the Canadian Government to 
prevent a recurrence of such acts. 

Assistant Secretary Lowman of the 
Treasury asked the Customs Office 
in Detroit for a report, to be sent by 
telegraph, on the incident, and this 
is believed further to indicate the 
purpose of the State Department to 
take the case up with the Canadian 
Government should the facts war- 
rant such a course. 


The Attorney General’s Statement. 


In revealing that the government 
had decided to heed requests from 
both dry and wet sources that there 
should be ascertained the exact num- 
ber of those who have been killed as 
the result. of the enactment of the 
prohibition law, Attorney General 
Mitchell made the following state- 
ment: 

“In response to inquiries made of 
the Department of Justice by the 
press, it was stated that agents of 
the department have been instructed 
to collect and present such informa- 
tion as may be available respecting 
the number of Federal officers and 
of State officers who have been 
killed while engaged in enforcing 
Federal or State prohibition laws 
since the adoption of the Eighteenth 
Amendment, and the numbers of per- 
sons cngaged in violating said laws, 
or suspected of violating them, who 
have been killed by Federal or State 
officers. 

“This inquiry has no special sig- 
nificance and is merely in the line of 
coliecting such information as may 
be available bearing on problems con- 
nected with prohibition laws. 

‘“‘No considerable amount of in- 
formation has yet been obtained, and 
it may be found that accurate in- 
formation respecting such cases is 
not available.’’ 

Mr. Mitchell attached no special 
significance to his step and it is be- 
lieved that the data he -eceives will 
be presented to the National Law 
Enforcement Commission, which is 
receiving statistics from the Depart- 
ment of Justice and which today was 
continuing its secret session.

War Pigeon ‘President Wilson’ 
Dies ; Was Wounded in Action 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 20. 
—The War Department was noti- 
fied today of the death at Fort 
Monmouth, N. J., of the battle- 
scarred war pigeon ‘President 
Wilson,’”’ one of several ‘‘hero 
pigeons’’ of the army in the 
World War. The bird was 11 
years old. 

Bred in France of unknown 
pedigree, this pigeon had remark- 
able vitality and speed. During 
an intense machine gun and ar- 
tillery action on the morning of 
Nov. 5, 1918, he was liberated at 
Grand Pre, France, with an im- 
portant message. Twenty-five 
minutes later, flying through fire 
and fog, he arrived at Rampont, 
twenty-five miles away, with one 
of his legs shattered, his breast 
pierced by a bullet, but the mes- 
sage entrusted to him was still 
hanging to the torn leg. 

Brought to the United States 
after the war, the bird had en- 
joyed a well-deserved rest at Fort 
Monmouth ever since.

Federal Judge Grover M. Moscow- 
itz announced yesterday that he 
waquld resume his judicial duties in 
the Eastern District Court on Mon- 
day, without waiting for the report 
of the subcommittee of the Judiciary 
Committee of the House. of Repre- 
sentatives, which has been inquir- 
ing into his 1udicial conduct. 

_The announcement was.made by 
Judge Moscowitz from his chambers 
in Brooklyn immediately after the 
subcommittee left for Washington to 
examine the evidence presented be- 
fore it behind closed doors.

quiry is to be completed later this 
Summer by briefs from Howard Car- 
ter Dickinson and Kenneth F. Simp- 
son, investigating counsel, and 
briefs from John W. Davis and Theo- 
dere Kiendl], defending Judge Mos- 
cowitz. . 


Left Bench Voluntarily. 


The last witness heard was Judge 
Moscowitz, who submitted to more 
than four hours of questioning on 
Wednesday concerning his relations 
with his old law firm of Strongin & 
Hertz of Brooklyn. 

On March 1 Judge Moscowitz an- 
nounced he would discontinue sitting 
as soon as he learned that the House 
of Representatives had passed an in- 
vestigating resolution, and without 
waiting for the Senate to concur. 
He issued a statement at that time 
calling attention to the fact that he 
had requested an immediate investi- 
gation as soon as he was accused 
before the House of Representatives 
not only of favoring Strongin & 
Hertz but of sharing fees which he 
allowed to them. 

‘“T have considered the propriety 
of my continuing to sit,’’ his state- 
ment said, ‘‘and have concluded to 
discontinue holding court until the 
investigation is completed.’’ 

His statement yesterday said:

Darrow Says We Do Not Know How to Live; 
In Paris for ‘Drink That Won’t Paralyze’ Him

PARIS, June 20.—A plea for a little 
less efficiency, more play and more 
kindly tolerance in the United States 
was made today in an address by 
Clarence Darrow at a luncheon held 
by the American Club of Paris. 

“All my life,’’ the Chicago lawyer 
said, ‘‘I have been wanting to reach 
the point where I should have no 
need to be efficient, and now I have 
arrived. 1 try to sleep until noon 
and don’t aim to do anything after 
I get up. I generally succeed. I-did 
not come here to get drink. I came 
over to get a kind of drink, however, 
which would not paralyze me at 
once. I am really more interested 
in liquor than in efficiency. I am 
interested in liquor because it tends 
to inefficiency. 

“IT am very sorry we are not 
learning how to live in America but 
that we are learning how to make 
things and how to sell them to some- 
body who is not making them. I 
have regretted the long hours I have 
worked, but I never regretted those 
in which T played. I wish some fel- 
jow like Henry Ford or Rockefeller 


or some other patron saint of Amer- 
ica with great organizing ability 
would teach us how to be inefficient 
and happy. I like France because 
the first time I came here nobody 
preached to me, nobody told me 
which church I should go to, nobody 
told me what I ought to drink and 
nobody lectured to me when I went 
to the Moulin Rouge and other places 
of interest and importance.

An anonymous communication stat-

Federal Judge 
Edwin R. Holmes declared a mistrial 
and an order was prepared citing 
Carroll to show cause why he should 
not be held in contempt of court.

Holmes’s signature today, 

Meanwhile, Mr. Tuttle started a 
grand jury investigation to ascertain 
whether there was “‘any connection 
between the presence of this aan on 
the jury and the extraordinary com- 
placency with which the defendant 
McCunn .conceded at the tria) the 
unlawful possession, purchase, impor- 
tation, transportation, warehousing 
and, sale of huge quantities of illegal 
liquor and presented a defense which 
was a mere quibble as to the mean- 
ing-of-the word conspiracy.”’ 

Denies He Knew Defendant by Sight. 


Catrdll, a clerk, whose address is 
on the court records as 1,910 Univer- 
sity Avenue, the Bronx, admitted to 
Judge Holmes, with evident~ confu- 
sion and embarrassment, that his 
father’s sister was the wife of Jonna 
McCunn, a brother of James Mc- 
Cunn, the chief defendant. Carroll 
said he did not even know James Mc- 
Cunn by sight and McCunn said the 
same with respect to Carroll. 

The juror explained that since the 
trial had been in progress he had seen 
John McCunn enter the court room 
and speak to James McCunn, and. 
that the resemblance between the 
two had caused him to think they 
must be relatives. Defense counsel 
objected to the declaration of a mis- 
trial and asked for the substitution 
of one juror only, saying that had 
often been done. in this district. 
Judge Holmes held there was no rule 
of law for such substitution. 

When the mistrial was ordered and 
the jury was excused, Carroll left 
the court room rather hurriedly and 
has not been seen by the Federal 
authorities since, Mr. Tuttle said last 
night. Inquiry at the University 
Avenue address, a twenty-nine-fam- 
ily apartment house, brought the in- 


‘formation from the superintendent 


that no one named Carroll was 
known in the house. The superin- 
tendent said he had been there one 
year. Several tenants declared they 
knew of no one by that name in the 
house. 


Defense Was to Open. 


McCunn, Frank Collins, Edward 
Maloney and John H. Spellman had 
been on trial since Tuesday morning. 
The government had completed the 
presentation of testimony on Wednes- 
day and the defense was to have 
opened its case yesterday morning. 
McCunn, through his attorney, M. 
Michael Edelstein, had conceded that 
he had imported, transported, sold 
and possessed liquor illegally, but 
had denied the charge of conspiracy 
to violate the prohibition laws. Con- 
spiracy alone was charged in the in- 
dictment. Ei*ven bankers, brokers, 
steel corporation officials and other 
prominent persons had testified that 
they had purchased liquor from Mc- 
Cunn and had declared, without ex- 
ception, that his liquors were always 
of the best. 

Yesterday morning Assistant Unit- 
ed States Attorney Robert B. Watts, 
who, with Assistant United States 
Attcrney Arthur H. Schwartz, is 
handling the case for the govern- 
ment, received an anonymous com- 
munication. The envelope contained 
a newspaper account of the first day 
of the trial. The headline was ‘‘Mc- 
Cunn Trial’’ and the article included 
a list of the jurors. The sender had 
drawn, with a red pencil, a line from 
Carroll’s name to that of McCunn in 


the headline and had written over 
the latter name, ‘‘nephew of.’’ 


Letter Shown to Judge. 

Mr. Watts consulted with Mr. Tut- 
tle, who decided that the communi- 
cation should be shown to Judge 
Holmes at once. It was then taken

Transfusions Vital for Lad, 14, 
Stricken by Kala-azar, Rare 
Tropical Disease. 





About six weeks ago Gearge | 
Mosher, 14 years old, of 561 West 
Fiftieth Street, changed from a rest-| 
less, active boy to an apathetic, wan 
and weakened youngster almost over- 
night, and his father, William | 
Mosher, a widower, took him to| 
Polyclinic Hospital. | 

At first the hospital staff was | 
puzzled by the case. The lad’s blood | 
supply was draining away mysteri- | 
ously, he lost weight and he de-| 
veloped low fever and strange | 
marks. Every known medical re-| 
source to counteract anemia was 
used, without apparent advantage. 

Finally the case was diagnosed. | 
George was suffering from kala-azar, | 
an infectious fever fairly common in} 
India, China, Egypt and other tropi- | 
cal countries of the East. It is trans- | 
mitted by an insect bite, and D catia 
sites, known as the Leishman-Dono- 
van bodies, enter the blood stream 
of the victim to devour the red blood | 
corpuscles. The Hindus call it the| 
black disease. It is rare in North 
America. | 

Four times in as many weeks 
George underwent blood transfu- | 
sions, but each time a relapse fol- 
lowed. Two weeks ago he was trans- 
ferred to Seaside Hospital, the char} 
itable institution maintained on New | 
Dorp Beach in Staten Island by St. | 
John’s Guild. The doctors thought | 
the sea air might help. 


Two more transfusions were per- | . 


formed within the past fortnight and | 
each helped, but more are needed | 
and the hospital, which paid $50 for | 
the last two, has no further funds 
for the purpose. 

“The only way we can save this 
boy’s life is to continue the blood 
transfusions until the number of 
healthy red blood ‘corpuscles can 
overcome the effects of the para- 
site,’’? said Dr. James Bowman, chief 
resident physician at Seaside. 

George’s father is poor and can do 
nothing more toward saving the lad’s 
life. he hospital authorities hope 
some one will contribute the neces- 
sary funds.

WASHINGTON, June 20.—Bishop 
James Cannon Jr., of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church South, who led the 
dry opposition to former Governor 
Smith in the 1928 campaign, and is 
now active in forming an anti-Smith 
democracy in Virginia, denounced to- 
day as acts of his political enemies, 
the publication of his stock transac- 
tions with Kable & Co., which indi- 
cated he had dealt entensively on a/! 
cash deposit of $2,500. | 

Bishop Cannon arrived at his Wash- 





ington office early today and spent 
most of the time preparing his reply, | 
which contains telegrams  which| 
passed between himself and Senator | 
Glass and others before the Novem- | 
ber election, at which time he was | 
asked to explain his transactions | 
with the bankrupt firm, which is| 
allegcd to have been a “bucket | 
shop.”’ 

In his telegrams of last. year he | 
declared that the threat to make | 
public his dealings was a _ political | 
trick to ‘‘damage his influence by | 
prying into and publishing matters 
concerning my private transactions.’ 
That, in effect, is the crux of his | 
statement issued late today. The | 
publication came about the time the | 
Roanoke Convention, directed by | 
Bishop Cannon, was in session to} 
nominate a dry anti-Smith candidate | 
for Governor of Virginia. 

The statement was issued from the | 
outer offices of Bishop Cannon in| 
the Bliss Building, where the Anti- | 
Saloon League also has its headquar- | 
ters. The Bishop declined to grant 
an interview and remained behind 
closed doors while his assistant dis- | 
tributed the statement. 

Later the Bishop was asked over 
the telephone what stock he had or- | 
dered bought by the Kable Company | 
when he put up $2,500 with the con- | 
cern and what arrangement as to | 
time payments were made. 

“T have nothing to add to ~ type- | 

vritten statement,’’ he said | 


Tells of Telegram From Glass. 


Bishop Cannon’s statement read: 

While I do not consider my pri- 
vate business to be a proper sub- 
ject for newspaper publication, I 
am never surprised at any effort 
which may be made by any of my 
cnemies, which apparently include 
some of the secular newspapers, 
to damage my reputation or to 
weaken my influence. As to the 
publications which have appeared 
in today’s secular papers concern- 
ing my dealing in stocks and 
bonds, I have the following to say: 

On Oct. 28, 1928, as the last na- 
tional political campaign was near- 
‘ng the end, I received the follow- 
ng telegram from Senator Carter 
Glass: 

“Lynchburg, Va., Oct. 28, 1928. 
‘Bishop James Cannon Jr., 

‘“‘Richmond, Va. 

“For some unexplained reason, 
affidavits have today been placed 
in my hands relating to alleged 
stock gambling on margin by you 
with the late bucketshop firm of 
Kable & Co., New York City, cov- 
ering a considerable period and.to 
the extent of several hundred thou- 
sand dollars. Would you have me 
promptly deny for you participa- 
tion in any such transaction? I 
am leaving for Chattanooga early 
Monday morning 

“CARTER GLASS.”

NEW PHEASANT BAGGED 





Kermit Roosevelt Tells Here 
Finds at High Altitudes on 
Borders of Tibet.

Specimens of two species of ani- 
mals never before seen in this 
country were brought from Central 
Asia by Kermit Roosevelt. One is a 
panda, shot in the Lolo country, the 
buffer State on the frontier of 
China and Tibet, and the other is 
the golden snub-nosed monkey, 
bagged while hunting at an altitude 
of 14,000 fect in the same wild re- 
gion. 

Mr. Roosevelt, in a brief interview 
yesterday at his offices, 11 Broad- 
way, told of what he and his 
brother Theodore and Suydam Cut- 
ting of New York saw and experi- 
enced during their seven-month stay 
in Burmah and the little-known 
country to the north. 

All trophies and souvenirs, even the 
vhotographs of the expedition, have 
seen shipped to the Field Museum 
of Chicago, where they are being 
prepared for exhibition. 

Along the Irrawaddy and Mekong 
Rivers the party obtained a fine col- 
lection of reptiles and smaller 
mammals. Higher up, where only 
a few explorers and missionaries 
have wandered, they brought down 
rare examples of the fauna, includ- 
ing what Mr. Roosevelt believes are 
some hitherto unknown species of 
pheasants. They shot birds of prey, 
such as the lammergeier, and hunted 
mountain goats, deer and other big 
game. 

“It was bitterly cold up there,’”’ 
said Mr. Roosevelt, turning on the 
electric fan and mopping his fore- 
head. ‘‘We got to an altitude of 17,- 
000 feet, but we were well equipped 
and suffered no real hardships.’’ 

The panda, zoologically known as 
Ailura fulgens, is supposed to be held 
sacred by the Nepalese and other 
natives, but the Lolos made no dif- 
ficulties about shooting it. 
Roosevelt and his brother came upon 
the beast near its lair, a hollow tree, 
and both fired simultaneously. The 
panda, which weighed about 300 
pounds, is the first to be brought to 
this country, as are the golden snub- 
nosed monkeys. 

An old French colored plate of a 
panda was shown by Mr. Roosevelt. 
It may be described as somewhat in- 
termediate between a bear and a 
raccoon.

Children Die in Sleep as Hydro- 
gen Sulphide Sweeps Over 
Homes in El Paso, Texas. 








ITS ORIGIN A MYSTERY 





Authorities, Seeking Source, Exam- 
ine Officials of Oil Refineries 


and Natural Gas Plant. 





EL PASO, Texas, June 20 (#).—Poi- 
son gas that swept over a residence 
district near two oil refineries and 
a natural gas plant here last night, 
taking the lives of two sleeping chil- 
dren and overcoming a score of other 
persons was identified today as 
hydrogen sulphide. Its origin is a 
mystery. 

Dr. T. J. McCamant, County Health 
Officer, reported to the City Council 
and County Commissioners that the 
deaths of the children were caused 
by hydrogen sulphide. 

Sixteen persons, tnost of them 


Mexicans, were taken to hospitals. 
All but two had beén released late 
today. An impromptu court of in- 
quiry, convened by city and county 
officials, summoned chemists and re- 
finery and natural gas company offi- 
cials in an effort to determine the 
origin of the gas and prevent a re- 
currence of the fatalities. 

W. G. Hamilton, general manager

Twenty Branches Represented on 
Group—Second Inquiry Under | 
W. R. Dawes Sifts Crossings.

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 20.— 
Because of the rapidly increasing 
number of persons killed and in- 
jured on the highways of the coun- 
try, Secretary of Commerce Robert 
P. Lamont today announced the 
formation of a maintenance of 
motor vehicle committee to study 
the problem in order to bring about 
improved conditions. The commit- 
tee represents more than twenty in- 
terests, including manufacturers, 
automobile dealers, motor clubs and 
others concerned with one or more 
specific phases of the automobile 
maintenance problem. William 
Candler of Atlanta was named 
chairman and Howard M. Starling 
of this city secretary of the com- 
mittee. 


Simultaneously with the meeting 
of the committee in the Department 
of Commerce there was held, also in 
the Department of Commerce, a 
meeting of the grade crossings and 
highway intersections committee 
of whjch William R. Dawes of Chi- 
cago is the chairman. Accidents at 
railway crossings, said Mr. Dawes, 
account for about 10 per cent of the 
27.000 people killed annually in 
motor accidents in this country. 
The fatalities at grade crossing and | 
highway intersections now average | 
annually between 8,000 and 9,000, 
said Mr. Dawes. 

Secretary Lamont, in announcing 
the appointment of the maintenance 
of motor vehicles committee, said 
that inspection of 5,057,480 cars in 
1927 and 1928 showed that 1,694,758 
required brake correction to comply 
with existing laws, 230,547 had de 
fective lamps, 77,643 had defective 
steering gear and about 200,000 were 
below legal requirements in other 
respects, such as horns, mirrors and 
windshield wipers. In Michigan 
alone 189,000, or 38 per cent out of 
502,480 cars inspected, required cor- 
rection of one or more equipment 
defects to comply with the law.

With tthe award of 1,957 degrees in 
all departments of Harvard Univer- 
sity, the largest number in the uni- 
versity’s history, together with 
twelve honorary degrees, and the an- 
Mouncement of gifts and bequests 
of $13,516,938 received during the 
past year, Harvard at its commence- 


ment exercises today brought to a 


close the 293d year of its history. 
Among the gifts, announced to the 
alumni, were $5,444,000 from Ed- 
ward S. Harkness, of New York, to 
defray the expenses of the first unit 
of the Harvard house plan and $§1,- 
015,750 from the various Rockefeller 
organizations. ’ 
Despite threatening showers, the 
morning exercises were held outdoors 
in the Sever Quadrangle, where the 
degrees were conferred by President 
A. Lawrence Lowell. Among the 
recipients of honorary degrees were 
Charles Francis Adams, Secretary of 
the Navy; Frank B. Kellogg, former 
Secretary of State, and Governor 
Franklin D. Roosevelt of New York, 
who were made Doctors of Laws. 


Record Honor Roll for College. 


Twenty students in Harvard Col- 
fege received their degrees summa 
rena laude, another record for the 

ay. 

Among the nine men receiving law 
degrees magna cum laude was Jo- 
seph P. Tumulty Jr., 22 years old, of 
Jersey City and Washington, D. C., 
the son of the former secretary of 
President Wilson. 

At 10 o’clock the academic proces- 
sion, headed by Philip P. Chase, '00, 
university marshal, and President 
Lowell, proceeded to the quadrangle. 

Sheriff John R. Fairbairn of Mid- 
dlesex County called the meeting to 
order, and then the commencement 
parts were delivered by Richard Ar- 
nold Stout of Louisville, Ky., James 
Carey Thomas Flexner of New York 
City and Schuyler William Livings- 
ton, third ycar law student, of Wash- 
ington, Iowa.

Keliogg aud Roosevelt Speak. 

Former Secretary Kellogg spoke 
briefly, saying in part:

Hearing Illegal Because Its Scope 
Was Not Defined, Says E. G.

The first of a series of arbitration, 
hearings concerning matters in dis- 
pute in the electrical industry was 
conducted yesterday afternoon by the | 
arbitration board headed by Supreme 
Court Justice Thomas C. T. Crain, | 
after the building Trades Employers 
Association withdrew formally onthe | 
 datgloe that it could not proceed un-! 
ess an arbitration agreement prop-| 
erly executed under the State arbi- 
tration law defining in advance the 
scope of the arbitration, was signed. | 

Justice Crain, on the withdrawal of 
the employers’ representatives, said 
he did not recognize their right of 
withdrawal, declared that it was un-! 
reasonable and arbitrary and ordered | 
the proceeding to continue. H. H.| 
Broach, vice president of the Inter-! 
national Electrical Workers Union, 
gave his side of the dispute between 
the union and ten electrical fixture 
manufacturers and the hearing was 
adjourned until next Wednesday at 
2:30 P. M. The employers’ associa- 
tion. of which C. G. Norman is 
chairman of the board of governors, 
will be approached to suhmit its side 
of the dispute but whether it does 
so or not the arbitrators will proceed 
to make a finding. Judge Crain as- 
sured Mr. Broach that any decision 
reached will have hack of it such a 
force of public opinion that it will 
heacadhered to by all concerned.

The arbitration hearing yesterday 
was arranged as a, result of Justice 
Crain's efforts Jast month, when he 
caused the electrical union to agree 
to furnish men to the employers’ 
association and had the latter cancel 
its order for a general lockout of 
75,000 building workers. At that time 
it was agreed that the question as to! 
whether the electrical union was to 
hanz fixtures made by employers 
who used non-union men in their 
manufacturing plants was to he suh- 
mitted to arbitration, together with 
“all other claims or charges by 
either side.”’ 

Law Disregarded, Merritt Says. 

When the hearing opened vesterday 
Mr. Merritt said that as the arbitra- 
tion agreement had been made in the 
State of New York it neccessarily 
meant 2n arbitration under the State 
laws. The hearings about to begin, 
he said. were in disregard of the 
State arbitration Jaws because it had 
not ‘been determined in advance what 
the scope of the arbitration would 
be. Such a procedure. he argued, 
would mercly savor of a debate. 

Mr. Merritt indicated that the em- 
ployers wished to go into charges 
such as those of collusion made | 
against the union and the Filectrical | 
Contracto1s Association and that to 
do so would mean examining ‘‘re- 
luctant and unwilling witnesses’’ who 
would ‘‘fear union reprisals.’’? Jt} was 
essential, therefore, that it would be 
better to proceed under the arbitra- 
tion statute, which provided for the 
subpoenaing of witnesses. 

Justice Crain explained that it had 
heen decided at a meeting on Tues. | 
day to proceed with the electrical 
fixture phase of the dispute yester- | 
day and that the other matters would | 
follow. Mr. Merritt protested against | 
proceeding. and after further argu- | 
ment Mr. Merritt ‘‘regretfully’’ with- 
drew with Mr. Simpson and Mr. | 
Norman. | 





Broach on the Stand. 


Mr. Broach, the first witness, said 
that for four years prior to last Feb- 
ruary manufacturers of electrical 
fixtures employing union men to wire 
and assemble their product paid the 
union scale of wage. but after Feb. 1) 
ten concerns refused to pay the new 
wage of $13.20 a day and grant the | 
five-day week. The union then re- | 
fused to hang the fixtures of these | 
companies, which had_ contracted | 
both to make them. wire and assem- | 
ble them and hang them in place. |

“We wili allow them five 
minutes to speak, then we will 
close the meeting,’’ cried one ob- 
jector. 

After the meeting was closed 
and the disturbers were ejected 
the police had to break up a fur- 
ther demonstration outside the 
hall.

after the war. Potash shipments 
received at New York amount to 
about $17,000,000 annually.’’ 

For the five years preceding the 
war the average price of muriate 
of potash, delivered in bags at 
Atlantic and Gulf ports, was $37.69 
a ton. Of course, during the war, 
when the European potash supply 
was cut off from this country by a 
blockade, the price of this com- 
modity was extremely high.

As illustrating the nature of the “limited 
revision’’ in the Committee on Ways and 
Means tariff bill, it may be of public in- 
terest to consider the proposed new rate of 
duty in Schedule 11, Paragraph 1116, 
chenille axminster carpets and rugs. 

The present duty is 55 per cent ad va- 
lorem, which, with 10° per cent shipping 
charges, means that the domestic chenille 
has a ptotectiog of 65 per cent, which retail 
dealers know ts wholly adequate. 

The proposed new rate ts 50 cents a square 
foot. Tariff Commission figures show that 
the average foreign cost of chenille ax- 
minster carpets and rugs for 1927 (the 
latest official figures available) was $3.85 
a square yard. Fifty cents a square foot 
equals $4.50 a square vard. Therefore, the 
proposed new duty means a levy of 117 ver 
cent ad valorem plus shipping charges of 
about 10 per cent. We thus find that the 
revision is ‘‘limited’’ only to the extent of 
exclusion! A jump from a landing cost of 
65 per cent to 127 ver cent! 

We all, therefore. will require to learn the 
new meaning of the word ‘“‘limited.’’

Davison Tells Need for Fields.

retary Davison of his own troubles 
in flying from Washington yester- 
day.

J. K. Davis of Rochester, repre- 
senting the Colonial Airways and the 
Aeronautical Chamber of Commerce, 
won approval for his suggestion that 
city planners lay out highway routes 
to airports. 

JMayor Hanna, who was re-elected 
president of the aviation conference, 
explained that Syracuse had met the 
problem by converting an abandoned 
canal channel] into a speedway. 

The aviation conference adopted a 
constitution granting membership to 
the president of the State conference 
of Mayors und ten other Mayors ap- 
pointed by him and to representa- 
tives of civic and aeronautic associa- 
tions and the American Legion. 

City planning also was discussed. 
Mayor Frederick C. McLaugulin of 
White Plains estimated that his city 
had saved $500,000 in two years by 
| far-sighted building-line planning.; 
Constructors of expensive new build- 
ings, he said, agreed to set back 
their building lines in conformity 
with projected street widening of 
the future. 

George B. Ford, city planning con- 
sultant, reported that many New 
York communities were already con- 
trolling their destinies by adopting 
official maps and were finding that 
improvements practically paid for 
themselves.

GOVERNOR TO GET REPORT 





Broderick Goes to Albany Today— 
Moses Questions Ferrari's 
Sister-in-Law. 





After weeks of waiting, clouded 
by uncertainty and doubt, the rain- 
bow appeared yesterday for the 
17,000 depositors of the defunct City 
Trust Company in the form of a 
carefully worded announcement that 
the International Germanic Trust 
Company of 26 Broadway would take 
over the closed bank and guarantee 
payment to depositors. The new or- 
ganization will be backed by a cap- 
ital, surplus and reserves of $12,000,- 
000 and supplants the Mutual Trust 
Company, 
purpose, which had a capital and 
surplus of $5,000,000. 

John J. Lewis, president of the 
Mutual Trust Company, issued the 
following statement telling of the 
new arrangement: 


It was announced today on be- 
half of the group of bankers which 
is considering providing for the 
payment to the depositors of the 
City Trust Company that the 
board of directors of the Mutual 
Trust Company deem it desirable 
to merge the Mutual Trust Com- 
pany into the International Ger- 
manic Trust Company. 

The accomplishment of this plan 
depends upon the approval of an 
agreement by the directors of the 
Mutual Trust Company, the sub- 
scribers to the stock of the Mutual 
Trust Company, the Superinten- 
dent of Banks and the directors 
and stockholders of the Interna- 
tional Germanic Trust Company. 
If this merger is approved the 
stockholders of the Mutual Trust 
Company will become stockholders 
of the International Germanic Trust 
Company, which will have a cap- 
ital, surplus and reserves of $12,- 
000,000 and be secured by agree- 
ments with the present stockhold- 
ers of the Mutual Trust Company 
against loss in assuming the pay- 
ment to depositors of the City 
Trust Cumpany. 

Approval Only a Formality, 

Mr. Lewis refuseé +9 amplify ~as 
staterrert, but c2 2 z7gsecstood that 
the approval c? :ne boards of direc- 
tors is practically a formality since 
the directors have given unofficial 
approval. Joseph A. Broderick, Su- 
perintendent of Banks, will certainly 
approve any plan, it is said, by whit: 
a strong institution will guarantee 
payment to the depositors. He has 
been frank to admit that the ques- 
tion of providing against loss to de- 
positors has been onc of the knottiest 
of the many invoked by the closing 
of the City Trust by his predecessor, 
Frank H. Warder, on Feb. 11. 

The plan to organize the Mutual 
Trust Company was first announced 
on March 8 by Mr. Warder and the 
order approving the transfer of as- 
sets and liabilities of the City Trust 
was approved by Supreme Court 
Justice Philip J. McCook a month 
later. Meanwhile a hitch developed 
and the plan was not put in execu- 
tion, although the $5,000,000 capital 
and surplus had been paid in and 
deposited in the Guaranty Trust 
Company. There was no explana- 
tion until Ralph Jonas, one of the 
directors testifying at the Moreland 
inquiry of the Banking Department, 
let slip the fact that some of the 
directors had become faint hearted 
Lecause of the unfavorable publicity 
arising from the investigations of 
the City Trust failure. It was learned 
at that time that the International 
Germanic probably would take over 
the Mutual. Lieut. Gov. Herbert H. 
Lehman bolstered public confidence 
by promising to invest $1,000,000 of 
his own funds on condition that tne 
depositors be paid in full. 

Under the financing plan 
$5,000,000 of the Mutual and the 
$1,000,000 of Mr. Lehman will be 
matched by the International Ger- 
manic to make up the $12,000,000, 
which is more than sufficient to 
meet the $7,000,000 deposits of the 


City Trust if its assets were a total 
loss. 


Broderick Presents Report Today. 


Mr. Broderick will leave for Al- 
bany today to present in person his 
preliminary report of his investiga- 


tion of the Banking Department and 
he will leave with a lighter mind 
with the knowledge that he can as- 
sure the Governor that the plan to 
pay depositors will be carried 
through. 

The public hearings of the More- 
land investigation will be resumed 
at 302 Broadway this morning. Maria 
Barea Ferrari, wife of Frederico 
Ferrari, brother of the late Fran- 
cesco M. Ferrari, president of the City 
Trust, was examined yesterday and 
probably will testify today. She will 
be asked about mortgages appegring 
in her maiden name at the bank 
and about reports that safe deposit 
boxes were rented in her name after 
the death of Ferrari. Her husband 
was on the stand at the last public 
hearing. 

Judge Francis X. Mancuso, who 
was chairman of the board of di- 
rectors of the City Trust, denied 
yesterday that he had attended the 
council of war at Atlantic City of 
persons connected with the City 
Trust Company after the death of 
Ferrari. 

“If such meetings have been held,” 
he said, ‘‘they should be _ investi- 
gated, and the persons attending 
them made known.”’

Armory Is Filled. 


The meeting, the largest mustered

of the New York Cloakmakers’ 
Union. More than 2,000 workers were 
unable to enter the armory after all 
available seats had been filled. 

“The strike becomes imperative in 
the face of the sneering, impertinent 
attitude of the employers,’’ said Mr. 
Nagler. ‘‘Every proposition set forth 
by the union in the spirit of justice 
and fair play, in the spirit of com- 
promise, in an effort to restore order 
out of chaos in a troubled industry, 
has met with the open contempt of 
the bosses.

ACCUSED HELD IN BAIL 





Fatal Crash Could Have Been Pre- 
vented by Complete Signal 
System, Report Says. 





The wreck on the Eighth Avenue 
elevated of the Interborough 
Wednesday night, which cost the 
lives of two men and brought in- 
juries to thirty-four persons, was at- 
tributed to ‘‘man failure’’ and to no 
fault of equipment, in an official re- 
port submitted yesterday by William 
C. Lancaster, chief engineer of the 
Transit Commission. 

A guard was killed outright in the 
accident and William F. Emerson, 
an assistant fire marshal, died of 
overexertion while investigating the 
wreck. 

In his report, based on a personal 
investigation, Mr. Lancaster said 
that James McGlynn, the motorman 
of the Sixth Avenue local which ran 
into the rear of the stalled Ninth 
Avenue train, should have seen the 


stalled train, which was 400 feet 
north of the curve near the 110th 
Street station. .

Mr. Lancaster’s report to the Tran- 
sit Commission follows: . . 

“I made a personal investigation 
of this accident. 

“A seven-car Sixth Avenue north- 
bound local in charge of Motorman 
McGlynn collided with the rear end 
of a five-car Ninth Avenue local at 
a point about 400 feet north of the 
curve just north of the 110th Street 
| station. The five-car train was stand- 
ing at this point, 
train ahead having become stalled. 
Both trains consisted of wooden 
cars. 

“Thore are two signals protecting 
this curve, one at the end of the 
| 110th Street station and the other 
part way around the curve. The lat- 
ter signal protects a section of track 
336 feet to the north. The stalled 
five-car train was just beyond this 
section of track so that Motorman 
McGlynn got a clear signal at the 
curve showing that for this distance 
of 336 feet the track was clear. How- 
ever, there was nothing to obstruct 
his vision and he should have seen 
the stallea train as soon as he round- 
ed the curve. He had about 400 feet 
in which to stop. This was ample 
distance. 

‘Investigation showed that his 
handle was in reverse, showing that 
he had attempted to stop, but too 
late.

‘“‘Another Case of Man Failure.”’ 


“In my opinion, this was another 
case of man failure. 

“This is the type of accident that 
would be avoided by a complete sys- 
tem of automatic signals and auto-+ 
matic trip stops. The commission 
has ordered signals and trip stops on 
all rapid transit lines, and the com- 
panies are proceeding with their in- 
stallation.’’ ;

GAS KILLS FIREMAN 
IN ALLEN ST. BLAZE 


Three Others Felled by Smoke 
and Carbon Monoxide as the 
Flames Rout 25 Families. 





10 PERSONS ARE RESCUED 


J. H. Murphy Expires at Bellevue 
After Collapsing on Return 
to Station House. 


Four firemen were overcome by 
smoke and carbon monoxide gas 
while fighting a stubborn cellar fire 
in the tenemcnt house at 91 Allen 
Street late yesterday afternoon, one 
of them so severely that he died in 
Bellevue Hospital. Twenty-five fam- 
ilies were driven from their homes 
by the blaze, and four women and 
six children who had beaome con- 
fused in the smoke were led down 
fire escapes to safety by the fire 
fighters. 

The blaze started in a wood storage 
bin in a corner of the cellar about 


}4:15 P. M. Dense smoke pouring 


from the basement drove twelve girls 
who had been at work in the dress 
manufacturing establishment of E. 
Barry & Son on the ground floor of 
the building to the street and caused 


a passerby to turn in an alarm. 

Firemen of Hook and Ladder 6 and 
Engine 55, who were the first to ar- 
rive at the scene, went through the 
building and found that four families 
on the first and second floors where 
the smoke was thickest had retreated 
from the smoke-filled hallway to 
their own apartments. Carrying the 
younger children in their arms, the 
firemen led the others to the fire 
escape and safety. 

Those rescued were Mrs. - Lillian 
Cohen and her three children, Rebec- 
ca, 10 months old; Harry, 7 years 
old, and Sam, 10; Mrs. Sara Peltrino 
and her two children, Mrs. Molly 
Askonzjio and Mrs. Beatrice Frankel 
and her daughter, Marie, 2 months 
old. None of them were seriously 
affected by the smoke. 

In the cellar other firemen, led by 
Lieutenants Wesley Williams of En- 
gine 55, the only negro officer in the 
Fire Department, and John Pelleterre 
of Engine 17, were attacking the 
blaze, but the cramped space, dense 
smoke and great heat combined to 
make the task a difficult one. The 
two ofticers organized their men into 
relays but staved in the midst of the 
murk until both were carried out un- 
conscious. 

Firemen John Scunzina of Engine 
17 and James H. Murphy of Hook 
and Ladder 9 were also overcome 
and assisted to the street by their 
comrades. A temporary first-aid sta- 
tion was established on the sidewalk 
by Dr. Harry M. Archer, Honorary 
Deputy Chief of the department, and 
after he had worked over them for 
an hour with inhalators all four 
had apparently revived. 

Mephy, however, collapsed again 
after he had returned to the quar- 
ters of his company at 175 Elizabeth 
Street and was taken to Bellevue, 
where he died about an hour later. 
He was 43 years old and lived with 
his wife at 206 Greenwood Avenue, 
Brooklvn. He had been a member 
of the department since Jan. 1, 1910. 

A secend alarm, bringing addi- 
tional apparatus and Chief John Ken- 
lon, was necessary before the fire 
was subdued. Chief Kenlon praised 
the valor of Lieutenants Williams 
and Pellcterre, stating that but for 
their persistence the flames would 
have spread quickly through the 
building. possibly causing the loss of 
several lives.

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SNOOK CONFESSES 
SLAYING THEORA HIX 


Ohio University Professor De- 
scribes Beating Her With 
Hammer in Automobile. 








HAD KNOWN GIRL 3 YEARS 


Veterinarian Asserts She Threat- 
ened His Wife and Child With 
Death Before He Struck Her.

COLUMBUS, Ohio, June 20.—Dr. | 
James Howard Snook confessed this | 
afternoon to the murder of Theora 


University student whose battered 
body was found Friday on the lonely 
rifle range northwest of Columbus. 

Snook slew the girl, he said, be- 
cause she threatened to kill his wife 
and 2-year-old child. 

Until Tuesday Snook was a highly 
respected- member of the faculty of 
the College of Veterinary Medicine at 
the State University. Theora Hix, 
a graduate of fhe College of Liberal 
Arts, was a second-year medical stu- 
dent. . 

One week after the killing Snook is 
a confessed murderer, facing death 
in the electric chair. 

Prosecutor John J. Chester Jr., who 
directed the investigation. into the 
slaying, said tonight that Snook’'s 
confession established a clear case of 
first-degree murder, with the ele- 
ments of premeditation and delibera- 
tion present. 

Snook told Chester he was willing 
to plead guilty. He will be indicted 
by the grand jury tomorrow and ar- 





raigned Monday. 

| If a Franklin County judge will sit

guilty, the court only hears evidence 
to establish the degree of the 
, murder. 


| Broken Down by Grilling. 


Snook’s confession came as the 
|dramatic climax to a twenty-four- 
| hour grilling. 
| The confession was dictated to a 
| court stenographer and signed in the 
presence of the group that finally 
broke down Snook’s reserve. His 
confession was as follows: 

“I met Theora Hix about three 
years ago. The friendship continued 
in a very intimate way ever since, 
inasmuch as she was a very good 
companion. 

“T have been living with my_ wife 
all during this three-year period and 
regard my wife very highly and re- 
spect her very much as a wife, but 
she lacked some of the companion- 
ship afforded by Miss Hix. 

“During the three years that I 
knew Miss Hix I did assist her in 
many ways toward an cducation, but 
I found out it wasn’t appreciated as 
much as I thought it should be. 

“Our association was not a love 
affair in any sense of the word, but 
in time Miss Hix developed a more 
determined attitude in regard to dic- 
tating my movements and the final 
culmination of this occurred on June 
13 of this year when I met Miss Hix 
at the corner of Twelfth and High 
Streets in the City of Columbus. ; 

“We both got into my Ford coupe 
and proceeded to drive to Lane Ave- 
nue and then west out to Fisher 
Road and to the Columbus rifle 
range of the New York Central Rail- 
road Company. 

“She remonstrated with me against 
leaving the city with my family for 
the week-end, as I had previously 
planned to do. ; 

“She threatened that if I did go 
she would take the life of my wife 
and baby. 

“During the quarrel she grabbed 
for the purse in which she some 
times carried a .41-calibre Derringer 
which I had given her. In the strug- 
gle she was hit on the head with 4 
hammer with the intent to stun her. 

“She continued struggling desper- 
ately and an increased number of 
blows of increasing force was neces- 
sary to stop her. 


Cuts Jugular Vein. 


“Realizing then, no doubt, her 
skull was fractured and to relieve 
her suffering I severed her jugular 
(vein) with my pocket knife. 

“I then proceeded to pick up the 
things that had been scattered dur- 
ing the struggle and hurriedly left 
the scene of the struggle, leaving her 
body at that point. 

“The instrument which I uced to 
quiet her was a hammer, which was 
lying on the back of the seat of thc 
Ford. 

“After leaving the rifle range I 
then proceeded to go home, tossing 
the purse from the quarry bridge 
into the Scioto River on my way. 
After the struggle was over I discov- 
ered the gun was not in the purse.’’ 

Snook then put his signature to the 
document. 

According to Chester, Snook 
seemed immensely relieved as he 
signed what may prove to be in ef- 
fect his death warrant. He was com- 
pletely self-possessed. For half an 
hour before telling his story, how- 
ever, he had wept bitterly, for he 
was completely broken down by the 
long hours of questioning. Until 
then, and during all the time he had 
been held for examination, he had 
been calm, cool, self-contained and 
deliberate. 

Telling Prosecutor Chester that he 
would plead guilty Snook said: 

“I want to get it over.’’ 

Chester said Snook ‘‘does not real- 
ize the enormity of his crime,’’ and 
that he ‘‘couldn’t get accustomed to 
the fact that he was in the hands 
of the law.’’ 

‘“‘What do you suppose I will be 
indicted for? Manslaughter?’’ Snook 
asked him after the confession was

| Wednesday, Charles J. Brady, Super- 
intendent of Buildings, said yester- 
day that even if Mr. Deegan reversed 
‘his position and approved plans for 
| the new structures, the Building De- 
partment would refuse to approve 
the plans. 


Mr. Brady explained that builders 
| Of these apartments and hotels had 


{filed plans including pantries in their 
| buildings and had submitted affi- 
| davits from the owners of the prop- 
| erty, saying that there was to be no 
| cooking in the buildings. Having ob- 
tained the sanction of the Building 
Department under those representa- 
tions, Mr. Brady said, the builders 
then went to the Tenement House 


Department to obtain permission to 
use the pantries as_ kitchenettes, 
in violation of the recently passed 
multiple dwellings bill. 

Stewart Browne, president of the 
United Real Estate Owners’ Asso- 
ciation, issued a statement yester- 
day supporting Commissioner Dee- 
gan in his refusal to approve the 
plans. He said the backers of these 
buildings had sought approval from 
Commissioner Deegan for forty-five 
apartment hotels, on the sole ground 
that plans for these structures had 
been filed prior to April 18, the date 
when the multiple dwellings law be- 
came effective. The law provides 
that existing structures in use before 
that date with pantries and kitchen- 
ettes could be legalized by the instal- 
lation of safeguards against fire. Mr. 
Erowne said that those disputing 
Commissioner Deegan’s disapproval 
of their pians advanced the ‘‘ridicu- 
lous contention that plans filed was 
the same as buildings erected.’’

He asked a man- 
damus commanding Tenement House 
Commissioner Deegan to accept his 
pians for a building, though he is 
not an architect. he law provides 
that only registered architects may 
submit plans for approval. Decision 
was reserved by Justice Mullen. 


DELANEY ENDORSED 
BY LABOR COUNCIL 


His Action in Wage Dispute With 
Engineers Upheld After 
Stormy Debate. 











The action taken by John H. 
Delaney, chairman of the Board of 
Transportation, in the wage dispute 
with the city engineers affiliated 
with the Union of Technical Men, 
received the endorement of the Cen- 
tral Trades and Labor Council at its 
meeting last night in Beethoven Hall, 
210 East Fifth Street. The council 
extended a vote of confidence in Mr. 
Delaney and his administration. 

Although the vote was preceded 
by a stormy debate, only one member 
dissented. The resolution was intro- 
duced after a letter was read written 
by Marcel E. Sherer, organizer of the 
Union of Technical Men, in which 
he charged Mr. Delaney with unfair- 
ness toward the engineers and char- 
acterized his actions as harmful to 
orvanized labor as a whole. 

Joseph P. Ryan, president of the 
council, defended Mr. Delaney’s 
action on the ground that the Union 
of. Technical Men was ‘‘not part of 
the labor movement’’ and because 
Mr. Delaney is still identified with 
organized labor. 

John McMullen, delegate from the 
carpenters’ union, dissented in the 
vote because Mr. Delaney had not 
‘‘shown the property attitude toward 
carpenters.” 

The labor council unanimously 
passed a_ resolution offering its 
‘moral and financial support’’ to the 
Actors’ Equity Association in its 
attempt to unionize the motion pic- 
ture studios. Another resolution ex- 
pressed the council’s appreciation to 
Governor Roosevelt for his efforts 
in behalf of the old-age pension legis- 
lation. Abraham Lefkowitz, delegate 
from the teachers’ union, offered a 
resolution, which was passed, pro- 
testing the action of William J, 
O’Shea, Superintendent of Schools, 
in increasing the number of pupils 
under the charge of English teachers 
in high schools and the introduction 
of Junior Reserve Officer Training 
Corps units in high schools.

EDUCATORS HAIL NEW AID 





Predict It Will Make Many Studies 
Enjoyable to Children—To Be 
Shown in Geneva.

SAYVILLE, L. I., June 20.—Mo- 
tion pictures of parts of the human 
body in action were publicly demon- 
strated by Professor Clair E. Tur- 
ner of the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology at an evening session 
of the health educational conference 
of the American Child Health As- 
sociation being held here at the 
Cedarshore Hotel this week. 

These reels represent part of a 
million-dollar program initiated by 
the camera industry in an effort to 
develop a subdivision of their indus- 
try which would manufacture such 
materials for everyday use in the 
classrooms of the public schools, ac- 
cording to Professor Turner, who is 
in charge of the work. 

During the day summaries of the 
recommendations and conclusions ar- 
rived at by their previous special 
Sessions were drawn up by the vari- 
ous sections. The elementary school 
section presented its preliminary re- 
port at the general session tonight. 


Films Ready for Use in Fall. 


Copies of the films shown by Pro- 
fessor Turner will be ready for dis- 
tribution to the school systems 
throughout the nation at the begin- 
ning of the coming school year. They 
will be sold for $35 each. 

The comment of the educators at- 
tending the conference was that such 
moving pictures would greatly affect 
the future of school children. Instead 
of finding school work a dry task, 
the pupils would be able to see their 
various tasks as delightful experi- 
ences, they pointed out. 

The action of tiny microscopic di- 
gestive glands in the stomach and 
intestines was portrayed by one of 
the pictures, Another showed the 
processes of swallowing and the 
churning of the stomach. In the 
making of these pictures the X-ray 
was used. Circulation of the blood in 


the embryo of a chicken was also 
pictured. 

“This is only a beginning,’”’ said 
Professor Turner. ‘‘We are now also 
in the midst of making pictures of 
the action of the kidneys, the action 
of the heart, the way teeth grow and 
come through the gums, which we 
are doing in connection with the 
American Dental Association; the 
nature of the first signs of tubercu- 
losis, with the aid of the National 
Tuberculosis Association, and other 
subjects. 

“All this work has been tested out 
on 500 children of the eighth grade 
of the Malden (Mass.) elementar; 
schools. The results proved that 
nothing can teach the child as 
rapidly as such pictures.”’ 


To Be Shown in Geneva. 


After this convention Professor 
Turner will show his films at the 
Geneva ' conference of the World Fed- 
eration of Education Associations. 

Miss Hattie S. Parrot, State super- 
visor of rural schools of Raleigh, 
N. C., another speaker at the gen- 
eral session, said in discussing the 
relation of the elementary school 
curriculum to health that a child’s 
physical condition should be an im- 
portant consideration in determining 
in what grade to place him. 

A summary of the teachers’ train- 
ing section to be pg ge A submitted 
tomorrow morning will strongly rec- 
ommend that teachers’ training in- 
stitutions keep cumulative health 
records, including notes on social 
and mental factors as well as phy- 
sical records, to be kept confidential 
and placed in the hands of a per- 
sonal] ‘‘dean’’ whose status would be 
somewhat the same as that of the 
tutor in English universities. 

The elementary’ school section 
in submitting its recommendation 
stressed ‘‘doing rather than learn- 
ing’ as the means of teaching.

That sex instruction through human 
nature study as suggested by the

43 CONVICTS ESCAPE 
FROM TEXAS PRISON 


Kidnap Three Guards and Gain 
Near-by Woods—Four Shot, 
Fifteen Recaptured. 





BRAZORIA, Texas, June 20 (*).— 
Forty-three convicts kidnapped three 
guards at the Clements State Prison 
Farm near here early today and 
escaped. 

Fifteen were SS. by posses 
during the day and four were shot 
and are in hospitals. 

The abducted guards were released 
about ten miles from the farm. One 
was forced to change clothes with 
a convict. 

About 150 convicts, not regarded 
as being dangerous, refused to join 
in the break, although urged to es- 
cape by the ring leaders of the dash 
for liberty. 

Those who fled were classed as 
dangerous prisoners, forty-two 67 
whom were housed in one barracks. 
One obtained a pistol and about 3:15 
o’clock this morning overpowered a 
guard on duty in the barracks. the 
guard’s shotgun was taken and two 
more guards quickly were made cap- 
tive. he convicts were unshackled 
and the freed prisoners rushed io a 
second barracks, opening -he doors. 
Only two men in the larger barracks 
took advantage of the opportunity to 
escape.

A+: survey 
should be undertaken to determine 
how these parcels should be used, as 
well as how many there are and 
where they are. ~ would suggest the |

to aid.in developing specific plans | 
for their utilization. There should 
be a general plan for the entire 
project. 


“‘The second problem is: What are 
you going to do about the Van Cort- | 
Jandt -Park _ traffic situation. The 
traffic is such that something must | 
be done. A raid on that park will | 
prevented with the vetoing otf the bill 
for the highway by Governor ‘Roose- 
velt, but the veto was only a nega- |, 
tive action. Now something positive | 
must be done to get a satisfactory 
highway. Action should be taken as 
soon as possible.

He Tells Virginia Bankers That the. 
Project Would Upset Finance, | 


Commerce and Industry. | 


NORFOLK, Va3., June 20.—Speak- 
ing in the home State of Senator 
Carter Glass, who is advocating a 5 
per cent tax on the sale of all stocks 
held less than sixty days, President 
E. H. H. Simmons of the New York 
Stock Exchange declared today that | 
such a tax ‘‘would constitute a most 
dangerous blow to stable business 
prosperity in the United States.’’ His 
address was delivered before the 
thirty-sixth annual convention of the 
Virginia Bankers’ Association at Old 
Point Comfort. . 

Taking notice for tne first time of 
the agitation for a tax to check spec- 
ulation, Mr. Simmons said that the 
move did not represent ‘‘any legiti- 
mate attempt to raise revenue at all, 
but rather an attempt by the artifi- 
cial use of the tax power to regulate 
the American security business. 

“That such a tax would be pro- 
hibitive,’’ Mr. Simmons said, ‘‘is ap- | 
psrent when it Is realized that the | 
yresent tax on stock sales which is} 
Already at its highest rate in Amer- | 
ican history, amounts to about one- | 
fiftieth of 1 per cent. The proposed | 
rate, therefore, would be 250 times | 
as great as the present rate. 

“The existing tax produced in the | 
calendar year of 1928 is slightly over | 
$50,000,000. If the proposed tax did | 
not reduce the activity of the secur- | 
ity business of the country, it would 
yield over $7,500,000,000—of course a, 
wholly preposterous situation. 


Warns of Evasion by Secret Deals. 


“There is no doubt whetever but! 
that so huge a tax would prove pro-| 
foundly harmful not merely to all| 
American stock exchanges but to, 
American finance, commerce and in-, 
dustry as well,’’ he continued. | 

‘For more than a century the New 
York Stock Exchange and the other | 
stock exchanges of the United States | 
have provided American business |} 
with free and open market places} 
for securities. The ready buying and} 
selling of these securities has made| 
it possible for our banks to lend | 
with confidence on_ sccurity  col-! 
lateral. 

“Tt bas also permitted American | 
business corporations readily to issue | 
and distribute their securities to the | 
American public. This normal and | 
necessary work, so basic to stable 
prosperity in the United States, | 
would become impossible of accom- | 
plishment were the proposed tax to 
be enacted. 

“Undoubtedly such a tax would| 
force people who desired to deal in 
securities to evade it in one way or) 
another. This might be done through | 
secret transactions where no records 
were kept by which the government) 
could discover what taxcs were pay- 
eble, or by selling American securi- 
tics on the stock exchanges of Eu-| 
rope instead of in our own country. |

“Yet despite such evasion such 2) 
tax would constitute a most danger- | 
ous blow to stable business prosperity | 
in the United States.

“Without a free and open market 
for securities on the Stock Ex-| 
change, American bankers would be | 
unable to underwrite American se-! 
curities. This would throw our un- | 
derwriting business abroad into the 
Jap of foreign bankers, who would 
he able to use the active and free 
Stock Exchange markets in their, 
own countries without any danger of 
any. such prohibitive taxation. 

“The net result of the tax wonld 
therefore be to sacrifice present-day 
American financial leadership. So 
grave would be the consequences of | 
any such development as this, that! 
I cannot believe any such tax bill 
will ever be seriously considered on 
its merits in this country. 

“Yet the mere fact that such .a 
tax has been publicly urged indi- | 
cates how little real thought is some- |

| States was the greatest debtor na-' 


tion the world has ever seen. We} 
never were able to save enough cap- 
ital to provide for our own uses, and 
therefore we had continually to bor- 
row financial capital, and also to} 
skimp our own industrial develop- 
ment in many respects. This chronic 
shortage of capital in America led 
to recurrent booms and panics. 
“Our rate of industrial progress 
was constantly limited by the willing- 
ness or ability of Europe to finance 
it. Our capital market was almost 
always vulnerable because it was a 
debtor market. Thus the business 
cycle became a violent alternation of 
prosperity and depression. 


Problem of Using Surplus Capital.

Federal Bureau Says World Sit- 
uation Is More Encouraging 
Here Despite World Outlook. 


CITES LOSSES IN EUROPE 





But Predicts Gain of More Than 
125,000,000 Bushels in World Carry-

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 20.— 
In a review of the farm situation 
made public today the Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics of the De- 
partment of Agriculture said that 
the prospect was for an increase of 
from 125,000,000 to 150,000,000 bush- 
els in the world carry-over of wheat 
of July 1, as compared with last 
year, and that most of this would 
be in the United States. 

Wheat areas estimated in the 
twenty-two countries reporting to 
date, the bureau said, total nearly 
141,000,000 acres, about 6,000,000, or 


3.S per cent, greater than last year. 
Of this increase 4,200,000 acres are 
in the United States. 


Holds Outlook Here Brighter. 


The situation was held to be some- 
what more encouraging for the 
American farmer, however, because 
of the more extensive Winter kill- 
ing reported in Europe and the fact 
that drought - as retarding seeding 
in Argentina. 

The bureau also commented on 
the general industrial situation as it 








might affect the consuming market | 


for agriculture. The outstanding fea- 
ture, it was stated, was the record 
rate of activity in the iron and steel 
an¢ automobile industries, the high 
level of interest rates and the large 
volume of credit used in speculative 
activity and the maintenance of con- 
struction at a level below that of 
last year. 

‘From the present high rate of in- 
dustrial activity,’? “he bureau said, 
“there is undcubtedly developing a 
volume of consumer-buying power 
which will sustain the consumer de- 
mand for the farm products during 
the Summer months. However, out- 
put among such basic and far-reach- 
ing industries as the iron, steel and 
automobile industrie: is at a level 
not likely to be maintained, espe- 
cially in face of high interest rates. 

“In so far as the treid in prices 
is associated with prospective busi- 
ness conditions, it may be observed 
that there has recently been a down- 
ward trend in prices usually sensi- 
tive to anticipated slackening in in- 
dustrial activity. Some reduction in 
dom>2stic consumer demand may 


therefore develop later in the sea- 
son.”’ 

“The prospects for the crop in 
some European countries seem very 
good,’’ the bureau said, ‘‘but in oth- 
ers not quite so good as last year 
unless conditions continue very fa- 
vorable for the remainder of the 
season. Even good yields may not 
make up for the heavier Winter kill- 
ing in some countries. . 

“In Argentina scarcity of rainfall 
has delayed seeding and seems like- 
ly to reduce the production for the 


coming season. While it is too early | 


to make a very definite forecast of 
th world’s crop, conditions general- 
ly now suggest that it may be at 
least 5 per cent less than last year. 
“Should the world crop outside of 
Russia and China turn out to be 5 
per cent less than last year, this re-

FRENCH ACCUSE MINE MEN. 


Prosecution of Sellers of Stock of 
“American” Company Ordered. 


Special Cable to Tor New YorK TIMES. 

PARIS, June 20.—A French tri- 
bunal, after aninquiry today, ordered 
the prosecution of numerous agents 
who have been engaged in flooding 
the French curb market with stock 
of the Clara Swansea Mines Com- 
pany, whose headquarters are given 
as Los Angeles. 

According to the testimony at the 
investigation, this stock was illicitly 
introduced on the French market, 
and has been watered and artificially 
boosted from its initial price of 2 
francs 50 centimes (about 10 cents) 
up to 70 francs (2.80). With its 
value reduced, sales of this stock in 
France have caused losses to small 
investors of around 50,000,000 francs 
($2,000,000), it was alleged. 

According to the French manager, 
M. Bonhomme, however, the Clara 
Swansea Company is a thoroughly 
reputable concern dealing in Arizona 
copper mines and, although there are 
some difficulties in France over a 
few thousand shares, the company 
has millions in assets and will easily 
straighten out the matter.

LEAD BUYING UP FOR WEEK. 


Sales Largest Since Early in March 
—Copper Business Off. 


Outstanding in the markct for non- 
ferrous metals in the past weck was 
the excellent buying of lead. The 
expected improvement in demand for 
copper failed to materialize, but 
there was no indication of weakness 
in prices, Engineering and Mining 
Journal reports. Tin sold in mod- 
erate volume, while demand for zinc 
was rather light. 

Sales of lead were the largest for 
any week since early in March and 
all producers shared in the business. 
Copper business in the domestic mar- 
ket was appreciably less than in the 
vreceding week. All business was 
placed on the basis of 18 cents, de- 
livered Connecticut Valley. The gen- 
eral outlook is unchanged and a lack 
of any sustained buying may persist 
for several weeks. 

The world’s output of slab zinc in 
May set a new high record, with a 
total of 140,379 tons. This compares 
with 136,107 tons in April and 131,- 
676 tons in May, 1928, according to 
the American Bureau of Metal Sta- 
tistics. 

For the five months ended May 31, 
the world’s output of zinc was 667.- 
525 tons, compared with 652,228 in 
the similar period of 1928.

Port Authority Counsel Says All of 
Harbor Suffers if Any Part 
Is Penalized. 





Investments in piers and water-| 
front industries which have no direct | 
rail conections will be seriously af-| 
fected if the attempt of New Jer-| 
sey interests to abolish free lighter- 
age of freight in the harbor is suc-| 
cessful, Julius Henry Cohen, general 
counsel for the Port of New York 
Authority, said yesterday at a lunch- 
eon meeting of the Rotary Club of 
Jersey City. 

He said further that it would pe- 
nalize railroads and steamship lines 
which operate rail-and-water services 
through the port and would not aid 
New York in its fight with Balti- 
more and Philadelphia to keep the 


differentials of those ports at their 
present level. Both these ports de- 
mand that all ‘‘accessorial’’ services 
by railroads be penalized by an ex- 
tra charge, Mr. Cohen said. 

Mr. Cohen stressed the value of 
lighterage to steamship lines in get- 
ting their ships quickly away from 
port. 

“It is this very flexibility of move- | 
ment,’ Mr. Cohen said, ‘‘which| 
gives us such a wide opportunity for | 
bringing ships here from all parts 
of the world. This, indeed, is the| 
key to our supremacy in handling | 
foreign commerce. 

The Port of New York Authority is | 
working on plans to reduce the cost 
of lighterage, he said, but to add a 
charge for all extra service would in- 
crease the expense in this harbor and 
disrupt rates over a wide territory. 

“Several of the rail lines to the 
west, south and southwest,’ he said, 
‘‘maintain through routes via coast- 
wise steamer lines owned by them to 
and from the Port of New York. 
These routes have their New York) 
terminals at piers on Manhattan Is-| 
land and furnish free lighterage un- | 
der the flat transportation rate to 
all points within lighterage limits, | 
including Brooklyn, the Bronx, Staten | 
Island and New Jersey points. 

‘The rates for this joint rail-water | 
service are even lower than_ those | 
charged by the all-rail lines. If you 
want this freight to come to the 
steamers on the New Jersey. side, 
you must lighter it. Even if a new 
terminal is built, such as has been 
suggested at Bayonne or elsewhere, 
no ship can connect with all the 
rail lines except by the use of 
lighters.’’ 

‘“‘We are thoroughly in accord with 
the efforts being made to create a! 
New Jersey  consciousness,’’ Mr. | 
Cohen said, ‘‘for until there is such 
a consciousness the .necessary legal 
steps will not be taken for such im- 
provements as suburban transit and 
the reclamation of the Hackensack | 
meadows. But we believe that this is 
quite consistent with cooperation be- 
tween the States and that this co- 
operation will come about only by 
looking at the port situation as a 
whole, and that by penalizing any 
section of the port we penalize the | 
whole port. ” \ 











FINDS FARMERS BEAR 
UNFAIR TAX BURDE 


Jersey Survey Says They Suffer 
Because of Tangible Property 
—Belittles ‘Shift’ of Levies. 


TRENTON, N. J., June 20.—Pos- | 


session of visible tangible property 
is responsible for the imposition of | 
isproportionate taxes upon the | 
farmers of the nation, the State 
Department of Agriculture an- 
nounced today upon completion of a 


survey of conditions in New Jersey 
and the entire country. 

The report points to enormous de- 
velopments of commerce and indus- 
try in cities and towns during the | 
past two decades. It asserts ‘these | 


‘new forms of wealth created con- |, 


stitute intangible personalty, seldom | 
taxable.’’ Contrasted is the farmer | 
in the rural districts ‘‘in possession 
of visible tangible property, easily 
reached by administration 
heavily taxed by it.’’ 


The survey shows, the department 


states, that legislative bodies are fol- 
lowing traditional methods of im- 
posing taxes, levying upon tangible 
property and intangible personalty 
‘“‘which can be traced and assessed 
without a great effort.”’ 

The department belittles ‘‘the pre- 
vailing pseudo-scientific theory that 
farmers shift taxes on the consumers 
of their goods.’’ The survey shows 
there is no shift of the burden, and 


the tax on rural landowners tends | 


to stay where placed. 

“The New Jersey tax is based upon 
the selling value of the land,’’ the 
report said. ‘‘The theory of the 
complete shifting of taxes upon the 
consumer assumes that the land- 
owner at the margin of cultivation 
will abandon his farm after the im- 
position of the tax and invest his 
capital and labor in some other en- 
terprise. But he would derive no 
benefit in such a case if all other 
properties are equally taxed. Ordi- 
narily a farmer continues to stay 
on the farm, and as a result agri- 
cultural supply will not decrease and 
prices consequently will not rise. 
Therefore, a tax on agricultural land 
will stay "where it is placed in the! 
first instance; | that is, the farmer | 
pays the tax.’
